Many people criticize colleqe educations as not applicable to 
daily livinq. Nine Georqe Washington University law students have 
proved this statement untrue. The students applied their classroom 
legal training to a real problem in the District, when Professor 
Arthur S. Miller assigned the students a project: Pretend they had 
been retained by a citizen's group concerned with excessive air 
pollution by buses and to decide what they could do about the problem. 
After forming the Greater Washington Alliance to Stop Pollution, 
G.A.S.P., the students filed suit against the D.C. Transit Bus Company. 

On Sunday, February 15, at 11:00 a.m., "G.A.S.P. For Air" will be 
presented on WRC-TV, Channel 4. Using film, slides and live presen¬ 
tations, the G.A.S.P. students invite the viewing audience to see the 
effects of air pollution, firsthand.

Nine George Washington University law students have proved this isn't 
always true. The students applied their classroom legal training to 
a real problem in the District. Professor Arthur S. Miller assigned 
the students a project: Pretend they had been retained by a citizen's 
group concerned with excessive air pollution by buses and decide 
what could be done about the problem. After forming the Greater 
Washington Alliance to Stop Pollution, G.A.S.P., the students filed 
a complaint with the Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Commission. 
They charged that D. C. buses emit harmful and noxious elements into 
the city's air.

TRANSIT COMMISSION TO STUDY POLLUTION 
CONTROL PRACTICES OF AREA BUSES. 

The most recent result of a seven-month campaign organized by the Greater- 
Washington Alliance to Stop Pollution, Inc. (GASP) against bus pollution in the 
Washington Metropolitan Area will be a study of the adequacy of the procedures 
presently being used by each bus company subject to the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Commission's jurisdiction. 

The Commission investigation was ordered by WM/\TC at a pre-hearing confer¬ 
ence on Jan. 8 attended by Commission and bus company officials and spokesmen 
for GASP. Members of GASP filed a complaint v;ith the Commission in August, 
charging the companies with violation of the VLIATC exhaust emission regulations 
and urging that new regulations be adopted by the Commission. 

"The Commission staff is directed to undertake a study of the adequacy 
of the pollution control practices of those companies operating diesel buses 
under the jurisdiction of this Commission; to determine which of those companies, 
if any, is violating the present Commission exhaust emission regulations; and 
to make any further recommendations it deems appropriate for the control of 
exhaust emissions." 

GASP agreed to submit a memorandum to the Commission staff by Feb. 6, 
outlining its views as to what the study should encompass. It is estimated 
that the Commission study will take approximately three months, at the 
completion of which a public hearing, as originally requested by GASP, may be 
ordered by the Commission.

In the Department of State, following World War II, he was Executive 
Officer in the Office of Foreign Service, and then served as Deputy Executive 
Assistant in the Office of the United States Special Representative for Europe 
in the Ilarshall Plan from 1948 to 1950. He was Assistant to the Administrator 
of the Economic Cooperation Administration from 1950 to 1951, and Director of 
the Productivity and Technical Assistance Division of the Office of the United 
States Special Representative for Europe from 1951 to 1953. He served in the 
United States Naval Reserve from 1943 to 1946 with the rank of Lieutenant (J.g.).

A Washington man. Judge Giles S, Rich, of the U,S. Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals, has been selected by George Washington University’s PTC 
Research Institute to receive the first Founders Day Award for Distinguished 
Government Service, The Award, to be presented on the Institute’s Founders Day, 
Feb, 11, honors an individual who has made outstanding contributions in the 
industrial-intellectual property field while in government service. 

Judge Rich was appointed to his present position by President Eisenhower 
on July 19, 1956, He is a graduate of Harvard College and Columbia University 
School of Law, from which he received his LL,B, in 1929, He practiced patent 
and trademark law in New York City in the firms of Williams, Rich and Horse, 
and Churchil, Rich, Wyemout and Engel’from 1929 to 1956, Judge Rich lectured 
on patent law at Columbia University from 1942 to 1956 and at New York Law 
SrHool in 1952, He has been Adjunct Professor of Patent Law at Georgetown 
University Law Center since 1963. 

Judge Rich has authored articles on patents, patentability and invention. 
Previous honors accorded Judge Rich include the Jefferson Medal of the New 
Jersey Patent Law Association in 1955, the Kettering Award of the PTC Research 
Institute in 1963, and the Freedom Foundation Patent Award of the American 
Institute of Chemists in 1967,
